SPITEWORK LITIGATION IS REBUKED 


Judge Eason Decides the Newspaper Case 


Wherein County Printing Was the 


Bone of Contention. 


In common pleas couit Wednesday 
moining 
Judge Eason rendered a 
decision in the case of W. J. Ballmer 
and R. A. Crawford vs. The County 
Commissioners, in which the plaintiff-* 
endeavored by mandamus to compel 
the commissioners to publish their re- 
port in the Bulletin. Judge Eason de- 
cided the case against the Bulletin 
publishers, or mother words, in sup- 
port of the action of the commission- 
ers, who had published the report in 
THK AGE. 
The case had been pending about 17 
months, and there were other court 
decisions of a conflicting nature on a 
demurrer as to the correct manner of 
legal procedure, but this is the first 
and only trial of the case on its 
merits, the former proceedings being 
mere matters of legal technicality, 
about which lawyers and courts differ. 
The decision of Judge Eason com- 
pletely vindicates the action of the 
commissioners in publishing their re- 
port in THK AGE. 


Nicholas & Merrell 
and 
James 


Glenn were counsel for Bahmer and 
Crawford, and John M. Compton and 
W. A. Himebaugh for the commis- 
sioners. 


Capt Compfon stated before the 
court that in his long years of prac- 
tice he had never known of a case 
brought into court with so slim a peg 
to stand on as the plaintiffs had m 
this case. The case had nothing in it 
and should never have been brought. 
At 
the time the commissioners 
awarded the printing of that report 
to TUB AGK the publishers of this pa- 


per guaranteed the county against 
loss from litigation, agreeing to de- 
fray attorney fees and costs of any 
lawsuit that might be brought, and 
to refund 
the 
money for pub- 
lishing the report in the event of an 
adverse court decision. This agree- 
ment, or guarantee, was volunteered 
by THE AGE publishers, m view of the 
fact that the Bulletin crowd were then 
threatening all manner of litigation. 
The crowd of politicians who sur- 
rounded Bahmer and Crawford and 
inspired them to this litigation, are 
the fellows,some Democrats and some 
Republicans, 
who have repeatedly 
boasted that they would harass THE 
AGB 
by 
every possible 
means. 
Samuel IT. Nicholas is one of the 
chief instigators of the combine and 
his part of the harassing fegrsT is 
to induce people to bring lawsuits 
against THE AGE 
The first chapter 


of his litigation program has been 
ended 
with a stinging rebuke in 
court, but Sam and the other conspir- 
ators chuckle over the thought that 
they have put THE AGB publishers to 
the trouble and expense of defending 
a lawsuit. It is an attempt to prosti- 
tute the courts of justice to use such 
tribunals to accomplish the spite- 
work of a clique of politicians,

and over 100 Pmkerton detectives. It 
is feared that bloodshed and riotous 
scenes will be repeated with much 
•reater fatality. The results of Tues- 
day's rioting are: One man dying, 
fully 20 or 30 injured, 80 men out of 
150 brought here by the company in- 
duced to desert, the trolley lines cut 
cars demolished and the-police almost 
powerless to control the thousands of 
men patrolling the streets. The com- 
pany, however, insists that it will run 
its cars with protection, and It is said 
that 300 new nonunion men are in a 
train near the city waiting for the 
troops to make their entry safe. Eight 
men have been arrested for rioting, 
only two of whom are strikers. 


The street car tracks on a portion 


of the United Traction company's line 
in Troy were torn up and thrown into 
tho river. 


Nine-Hour Day or Strike. 


Washington, May 15.—-The 
repre- 


sentatives of the machinery and allied 
metal trades national and interna- 
tional unions, who have been in ses- 
sion here for two days, considering 
the enforcement of a demand that 
union machinists hereafter shall be 
required to work only nine hours a 
day, with an increase of wages that 
would make the daily pay the same 
as under the present 10-hour scale, 
decided that there should be a strike 
on May 20 in shops refusing to grant 
the desired concessions. 


The following statement concerning 


the conference was authorized: "It 
;was decided that all workers in the 
-machinery and allied metal trades 
should 
demand the nine-hour day, 


without reduction in pay, before May 
20, the same to go into effect on that 
date. The .officers of 'the organizations 
decided that the men in thoir respect- 
ive trades would stand by each other 
ia the enforcement of the demand, 
should it be necessary to cease work." 


China's Request. 


Peking. May 15. — The answer of 


China to the statement of the minis- 
ters of the foreign powers as to the 
losses sustained by nations and indi- 
viduals in China has been received. 
The answer commences with aa ap- 
peal for mercy, saying that the coun- 
try is impoverished. The answer ex- 
plains that the utmost China can offer 
is 15,000,000 taels annually for the 
nest 30 years. It requested that the 
foreign 
customs be increased one- 


third and the receipts therefrom be 
given to China for the purposes of 
government The ministers refuse to 
discuss this answer until it can be 
considered by them in meeting.

loon last February, returned a verdict 
of guilty. It is the general Impression 
that she trill be released on the pay- 
ment of the fine and costs. The de- 
fense triad to prove that Mrs. Nation 
was insane at the time of the raid on 
the saloon. The jury was out only a 
short time. The verdict is a gwieral 
surprise, as it was expected that the 
jury would disagree or bring in an 
acquittal.

C 
Stul>b»—Mutter of Labor St'ciiin to 
Be the Moxt ScrluUK Problem to B 
Contended With. 
Tea culture may finally develop into 


one of the more important industries o 
Louisiana, although st this tinii. thi 
outcome of experiments now bei 
made is largely ptoblcmatical. Out 
tbe Louisiana experiment station Dr 
W. C. Stubbs, who is m charge of the 
station, is conducting an elaborate ex 
perimeut, and up to this time the re 
suits have been thoroughly satisfac- 
tory, says a New Orleans dispatch to 
tbe St. Louis Post-Dispatch. 


He has an area of comfortable size 


with G30 tea plants. They have grown 
until they no^\ range from sis inches 
to one foot in height. They are healthy 
vigorous looking plants, and if any in- 
jurious influences aie at work uo traces 
of them can be found in the present 
colony of the plants. Tbe growth has 
been gradual and healthy in every par- 
ticular, arid Dr. Stubbs is sanguine so 
far as tbe physical possibilities are con- 
cerned. 


He said the other day there was no 


reason why Louisiana should not grow 
on elaborate tea crop, and tbe tea 
would be equal in quality to that 
grown in China. There would be one 
drawback. He was not so sanguine 
about the soutb's ability to manufac- 
ture tea on account of the character of 
labor in Louisiana. Tbe negro could 
not be depended upon to do tbe work. 
He would find it difficult to master the 
tedious processes necessary in gettin 
the article into useful and marketable 
shape. 


This work had received special atten- 


tion in South Carolina, where tea cul- 
ture had been carried on with much 
success by Dr. Charles TJ. Shepherd- 
But it bad been necessary for Dr. Shep- 
herd to educate negro children in order 
to have the crop bandied. He bad es 
tabh'shed in connection with his place 
a school of pickaninnies, and they were 
taught bow to gather tea leaves and 
bow to handle them in all their proc- 
esses of manufacture. 


"Here m Louisiana." said Dr. Stubbs. 


"we are even in a better position to 
sueeossfnlly cultivate tea than tbey are 
to Soutb Carolina, Our natural advan- 
tages give us tbe first requirements. 
Tbe tea plan demands a damp soil. We 
are well equipped in this respect. 
Whatever we lack in this respect we 
can overcome by Irrigation. Tbe plants 
in my collection ba\ e not suffered on 
this account, and tbey are now in a 
thoroughly healthy condition. No blight- 
ing influences are at work, so far as 
present indications go, and I am in- 
clined to believe that, hi a physical 
sense, tbere will be no sort of trouble 
about tea culture In tbe state of Louisi- 
ana. 
If we bad a few Chinamen to 


handle it or a class of laborers equally 
as skilled in the details of tbe work, I 
am sure we would experience no seri- 
ous trouble in making tea culture an 
elaborate and profitable industry- How- 
ever, I am concerned now simply in 
studying tbe question of tbe plant's 
adaptability to Louisiana soil. 
Tbe 


question of tbe character of labor nec- 
essary in its culture and manufacture 
is another matter, and it Is not neces- 
sary to deal with it at this time. I 
have been watching my plants with 
much concern, and probably within tbe 
nest year I will be able to give out an 
Intelligent statement with reference to 
the experiment." 


Tbe Shepherd experiment IB Soutb 


Carolina was the first successful effort 
made to cultivate tea in the United 
States. But as early as 1S48 Dr. Ju- 
nius Smith, hi the same state, experi- 
mented -with tea culture on a small 
scale, and. while bis efforts did not al- 
together fail, it never excatecl much in- 
terest, and tea culture was abandoned. 


In 1SS1 tbe possibilities of ten. cul- 


ture in tbe United States were brought 
to tbe attention of congress, and an ap 
propriation was made, but tbe money 
for some reason was not judiciously 
spent, and no good results were reach- 
ed. Later experiments proved that tea 
culture was easily within tbe reai b of 
states in tbe lower regions of the 
American republic, aud since that time 
tbe best agricultural authorities of tbe 
country have been advocating the cul- 
tivation of tea upon an elaborate scale. 


The Shepherd experiment was begun 


ten years ago on a plantation near 
Suminervillp. Tbe commencement was 
on a small scale. 
Tbe acreage has 


gradually increased until now there 
are 50 acres in cultivation on the Shep- 
herd place. Each year the yield per 
aero bas increased, and there has been 
much Improvement in the method of 
handling the product and putting it 
into useful condition. 


When tbe plants have arrived at the 


full ben ring nge. tbe yield on this place 
will n mount to about 10,000 pounds of 
high grade tea, although in some in- 
stances an acre of ground has yielded 
much more than 200 pounds of tea. 
But this yield would net a good prolH 
to tbe man who cultivates tea, a prolit 
much larger than that yielded by an 
acre planted in cotton.
